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A COMPREHENSIVE picture of 

what the Army is doing toward 
equipping and organizing a distinctly 
mechanical fighting unit was presented 
to the members of the Ordnance Ad- 
visory Committee, of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers, on their visit to 
the Mechanized Force at Ft. Eustis, 
Va., Monday, April 27. 

The visit to the Mechanized Force 
was the first event in a two-day session 
of the committee. The committee, 
composed of twelve of the most promi- 
nent American automotive engineers, 
is selected from the membership of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers by 
the society officials. The group meets 
twice a year always at some place 
where a development of mechanical 
and military importance is in progress. 

Tuesday was devoted largely to con- 
ferences. A luncheon was given for 
the committee by the Washington 
Chapter of the Army Ordnance Asso- 
ciation at the Army-Navy Country 
Club and a dinner by the Army Ord- 
nance Association in the Army-Navy 
Club. 

The two-day meeting was the twen- 
ty-fourth one held by the committee 
and was acclaimed one of the most 
enjoyable and successful in the series.

For Promotion Listed 


XAMINATIONS for promotion will 
be given to only 398 line and 
staff lieutenants of the Navy during 
June and July, and not to nearly five 
hundred officers, as originally announc- 
ed in an ALNAV. 

Last week, the Army and Navy 
Journal published this information, 
together with the signal numbers of 
the officers who are to be examined. 
Because of the fact that distribution 
of the 1931 Navy Register to which 
the signal numbers refer, has been de- 
layed in some instances, we are list- 
ing below the names of all officers due 
for examination. Examinations will be 
given only to enough officers to fill the 
known vacancies in the rank of lieuten- 
ant commander up to Aug. 1. In Sep- 
ember it is expected that another group 
will be ordered up for examination. 

A further explanation as to the 
policy to be followed 1n regard to lieu- 
tenants who fail upon examination for 
promotion is contained in this week’s 
issue of the Bureau of Navigation Bul- 
letin, as follows: 

“It has been brought to the atténtion 
of the Bureau that the item in Bulletin 
No. 155, dated April 18, 1931, rela- 
tive to the examination of officers for 
promotion, is somewhat misleading. 
Paragraph three of that item states: 

“In this connection, the attention of 
all concerned 1s invited to the fact 
that the provisions of general law rela- 
tive to professional or physical failure 
on examination are applicable to this 
group of officers.’ 

“The Bureau intended to emphasize 
by that paragraph the fact that by the 
provisions of general law, each offi- 
cer is, in the event of failure on pro- 
fessional examination, entitled to re- 
examination by a second statutory 
board before final action is taken in 
his case. Those officers who may fail 
to qualify on final examination and 
who are forty-five or more years of 
age, or have completed twenty or more 
years of service, will, under the terms 
of the Personnel Act, be retired except 
that former chief warrant and war- 
rant officers have the option of revert- 
ing to their former status.”

HE annual convéntion of the Asso- 

ciation of States' Adjutants Gen- 
eral, which started on Monday, April 
27, came to a very successful conclu- 
sion at the Militia Bureau, Washing- 
ton, D. C., April 29. Election of offi- 
cers for next year were held. At the 
head of the Association will be Brig. 
Gen. Ralph M. Immell, Adjutant Gen- 
eral of Wisconsin, who succeeds Brig. 
Gen. Beary, of Pennsylvahia. Gen. 
Immell was formerly vice president of 
the organization. 

Brig. Gen. H. T. Johnson, Adjutant 
General of Vermont, was elected to the 
vice presidency, and Brig. Gen. C. E. 
Black, Adjutant General of Illinois, was 
re-elected secretary. There were about 
35 adjutants general present at the 
convention and about 26 assistant ad- 
jutants general and property and dis- 
bursing officers. 

The Chief of the Militia Bureau, Maj. 
Gen. William G. Everson, welcomed the 
adjutants general at the opening ses- 
sion Monday morning. He told the 
members present that the Militia Bu- 
reau was open for their use in any way 
they desired, and that he appreciated 
the wonderful cooperation that always 
existed between the Militia Bureau and 
the States. 

Sec. Davison’s Speech 

The Assistant Secretary of War, F. 
Trubee Davison, addressed the conven- 
tion Monday morning, in place of Sec- 
retary of War Hurley, who was origi- 
nally scheduled to speak. He spoke 
especially of the work the National 
Guard had been doing in the line of 
aviation. He noted that each year 
marked an improvement in National 
Guard aviation, and that the National 
Guard had agreed to participate in the 
air maneuvers to be held the latter part 
of May. 

In the afternoon session, Monday, 
Col. W. H. Waldron, executive officer 
to the Chief of the Militia Bureau, ad- 
dressed the gathering after the regular 
business of the meeting had been taken 
up and disposed of. More business was 
disposed of Tuesday morning, and at 
noontime the visitors were the guests 
of the officers of the Militia Bureau at 
luncheon at the Carlton Hotel. 

Final Day 

On Wednesday, the finai day of the 
meeting, all business was cleaned up 
and election of officers were held. At 
this meeting it was voted to hold the 
next convention in the city of Chicago 
because of the more central location. 
Some officers feel, however, that Wash- 
ington is the best city in which to hold 
the convention, because it gives them 
an opportunity to confer with the per- 
sonnel of the Militia Bureau on any 
matters which they may wish to bing 
up personally rather than by corre- 
spondence. The Adjutants General As- 
sociation is an organization entirely in- 
dependent of the Militia Bureau, and 
their use of the bureau in holding their 
conventions is merely an expression of 
the cooperation between the two. 

Gen. Everson, when asked what he 
thought about the shift in the meeting 
place for next year, said only that 
many of the officers felt that Chicago 
was a more central location. He also 
said that he was well pleased at the 
amount of cooperation shown between 
the States and the bureau. 

Much of the discussion that took 
place at the convention was in connec- 
tion with the coming Summer encamp- 
ments of the National Guard all over 
the country. Some of the other sub- 
jects suggested for discussion were the

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Army Pay-Promotion 
Legislative Outlook 





GENATOR MORRIS SHEPPARD, of 

Texas, a member of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, told 
the Army and Navy Journal this week 
that he will favor pay and promotion 
adjustment for the Army. 

In view of Senator Sheppard’s 
standing as a leading Democrat and a 
conservative legislator, it is interesting 
to note his interest in the service needs. 

The Texan, asked to comment on the 
War Department’s accelerated promo- 
tion plan, explained that he is in the 
midst of engagements which will take 
up all of his time during the recess 
and that he will not have an opportu- 
nity to give adequate study to the bill 
until after he returns to Washington 
this Fall. 

“It is needless to say,” Senator 
Sheppard said, “that I am in favor of 
a proper adjustment of the promotion 
situation and also of any measure con- 
ferring adequate and proper pay.” 

Another event of importance in con- 
nection with the service personnel 
situation is the adoption by the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association of the 
United States at its convention in New 
Orleans of a resolution reiterating its 
strong stand for pay revision. 

Although the following may be 


| in part a repetition of statements 


heretofore made in these columns, yet, 
lest fear may be felt by Army person- 
nel that War Department interest in in- 
creased pay has been subordinated in 
some degree to concern for the recently 
proposed Army promotion plan, we are 
glad to state that we have been as- 
sured by the very best of Army author- 
ity that the interest of the Secretary 
of War and the Chief of Staff in pay 
increase for the Army has not abated 
in the slightest degree, nay not even 
by “the twentieth part of one poor 
scruple.” 

With respect to Secretary Hurley, 
his letter of Dec. 15, 1930, heretofore 
published in this paper, addressed to 
the chairman of the then existent joint 
congressional committee, made it so 
plain that he who runs may read that 
in his opinion the early solution of the 
pay question of the Army (by an ade- 
quate increase of pay) is of vital im- 
portance to the welfare and efficiency 
of the military establisnment and that 
indeed this question is the most impor- 
tant and fundamental matter now re- 
quiring solution in the proper develop- 
ment of national defense, and it can 
be stated authoritatively that the Secre- 
tary has in no way changed his views 
since he penned that very able letter. 

Turning now to the case of Gen. 
MacArthur, the Chief of Staff, it will 
be remembered that scarcely had his 
feet touched the soil of continental 
United States upon his return from 
the Philippine Islands last Fall when 
he made his position on Army pay in- 
crease as clear as John Hancock’s sig- 
nature on the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. Indeed he made it known that . 
he would regard any adequate pay in- 
crease for the Army that might be 
enacted into law during his adminis- 
tration of the office of Chief of Staff 
as the major achievement of his re- 
gime. It can thus be seen that he has 
“set his hand to the plow,” and of Gen. 
MacArthur can it truly be said that, 
to paraphrase the old proverb, there 
will be no “looking backward” in his 
case. : 

Another outstanding figure that will 
have much to do in the enactment of 
an Army pay increase is the Honorable 
W. Frank James, Representative in 
Congress from the sovereign State of 
Michigan, and who, in all ility, 
will be the chairman of the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee in the next 
Congress. For the last two years Mr. 
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MANY different factors enter into the recent establishment of Spain as a 

republic, editors believe. Attention is called to the differences in the 
economic administration under monarchial and republican heads, the main belief 
being that Spain has a long array of troubles ahead of her before she achieves 
a@ smoothly working administration. There is also a consistent belief that Al- 
fonso merely made a graceful gesture when he abdicated, for the general opin- 
ion is that he would have been forced out otherwise. Catalonia and communism 
present the two most immediate problems to the new government, editors believe. 
Catalonia, it is stated, has long been a seat of disorder, and it will doubtless 
desire autonomy of its own. Communism, which has already reared its head 


in the many strikes and social disorders, is believed to have a firm hold in the + 


former Bourbon kingdom, and further belief has it that it is likely to cause 
the new republic much trouble. 


“THIS is not the first time a republic has existed in Spain,” states the Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger (Independent Republican). “During the year 1873 

the country had this form of government and the confusion was such as to 
‘approximate outright anarchy. There were four presidents in 11 months and 
numberless ministries. Then the government lapsed into a military dic- 
tatorship, which continued until Alfonso XII, the father of the king who abdi- 
cated * * * was called to the throne.” 


“UNDOUBTEDLY those responsible for the abdication of Alfonso believe they 

have freed their. country, but their troubles are not over; indeed, their 
troubles have just begun,” says the Seattle, Wash., Daily Times (independent). 
“Self-government is both an art and a science; and whether any people have 
attained even reasonable proficiency along that line is debatable. Certainly the 
Spanish people have just entered the kindergarten, and their progress toward 
and education in political economy will be slow and painful.” 


“THERE have been many persons who, while admitting Alfonso’s incompe- 

tence as a ruler, have regarded him as an unfortunate and yet to some 
degree engaging personality among modern kings,” avers the Baltimore Sun 
(Independent Republican). “Unfortuately, whatever popularity of this kind he 
has had must have been permanently damaged. * * * His abdication was ex- 
pected and proper. To have continued longer as king would have been worse 
than foolish; it would have been criminal. But it is another thing that, having 
abdicated, he should at once flee his nation accompanied only by one member 
of his family, a son * * * If there was danger, then the flight was cowardly. 
If there was no danger, then there was no point in being so hurried that he 
needs must leave the others behind.” 


“TODAY there is unquestionably deep and widespread republican sentiment in 

Spain,” holds the Chicago Daily News (Independent). “The leaders, too, 
mainly are united and anxious to work together effectively for the welfare and 
progress of the nation. Still, the future of the second republic * * * must be 
considered uncertain, at least for a time. It is clear that Alfonso lost his throne 
through sheer ineptitude. Had he taken disinterested advice and met the wishes 
of the liberal and constructive groups a year ago, or even six months ago, and 
had he called a genuine, independent constituent assembly to draft a new con- 
stitution, he might have saved the monarchy. He trifled and hesitated. He 
overestimated his own adroitness and the strength of the elements devoted to 


the monarchy.”

Editors See Many Troubles Ahead for the New Republic of Spain 


“EVEN a republican Spain would doubtless think the time propituous for re. 

turning to gold payments,” believes the Christian Science Monitor. “I¢ 
would seem, as a matter of fact, that the banking operation affords the best 
testimony of the underlying strength of the Spanish situation. Whatever the 
outcome of the political turmoil that now besets Spain, a general confidence hag 
been manifested abroad not only in the economic vitality of Spain but in what 
R. T. Desmond, writing in Foreign Affairs, calls the ‘Sancho Panza element of 
common sense’ in its people.” 


“Now that the so-called republicans of Spain have gained the upper hand over 

King Alfonso, the question arises as to their ability to establish a single 
stable government,” holds the Washington, D. C., Post (Independent). “The 
country is permeated with socialism, which mixes as poorly with republicanism 
as it does with monarchism. Catalonia, especially, is socialistic, with a leaning 
toward communism * * * Barcelona, the hotbed of communism, is likely to be 
come the center of disorders which may upset the plans of the republicans to 
establish a government at Madrid.” 


“WHE. republican authorities at Madrid are disregarding the Spanish proverb 
which says: ‘He who goes slow goes far,’” says the New York Times 
(Independent Democratic). “They are moving with great rapidity. * * * Doubt. 
less one motive is not to give time for the enthusiasm for the republic to cool, 
* * * Further confidence in the stability of a republican government is the an. 
nouncement that it will proceed at an early day to effect a complete separation 
of church and state in Spain. This may not, however, prove to be so daring as it 
sounds. There has been evidence during past years that many Spanish 
ecclesiastics have been drawn into the revolt against the dictatorship and ip 
favor of a republic. 
“However, all these flattering auspices under which the Spanish Republic 
begins should blind no one to the serious difficulties which will confront it later, 
These are almost wholly domestic.” 


“q*ATALONIA has been for generations the most disturbed of all the Spanish 

provinces,” claims the Brooklyn, N. Y., Daily Eagle (Independent Demo 
cratic). “Its large contacts with the outside world through the great port of 
Barcelona have had much to do with this. Agitators, Socialists and Communists 
have come in from abroad to sow their seed on soil made fertile by trade union 
extremists. The Catalonians themselves, who are more akin to the Basques 
than to the people of the other Spanish provinces, are of an independent spirit 
that chafes under restraint. 

“The. Catalonian difficulty may be smootiied over or it may become the 
rock upon which the Spanish Republic will split. Certainly, the need of Spain 
at the present time is a strong central government. The coming of that may be 
long delayed or altogether prevented by the growth of provincial sovereignties, 
assuming each the broad measure of independence which Catalonia now claims.” 


“@TRANGELY enough,” notes the Boston Herald (Independent), “the remark. 
able revolution in Spain took place at a time when many Americans have 
been soberly giving thought to the shortcomings of democracy. * * * If demoe 
racy is not the best possible form of government, it is surely the least bad. 
“How could King Alfonso avoid abdication? What else could he do in face 
of the overwhelming republican victories in the municipal] elections * * *? How 
could he defy the almost universal demand for the establishment of a new

Withhold Pay Increases 


BAN on increases in pay for Gov- 

ernment employees has been de- 
cided upon by the administration fol- 
lowing lengthy discussion of the ques- 
tion at Cabinet meetings, it is reported. 
Following pronouncements by Secre- 
tary of the Interior Wilbur and Attor- 
ney General Mitchell that no salary in- 
creases would be granted to employees 
of their Departments, a general policy 
to this effect for all branches of the 
Government was revealed. 

Nothing official, further than the 
statements of Mr. Mitchell and Mr. 
Wilbur, has been done in the matter, 
as yet. The President, however, will 
undoubtedly be pressed for a definite 
statement of policy in regard to the 
whole question of wages, inasmuch as 
it was assumed that Secretary of Com- 
merce Lamont was speaking for the 
administration in deploring the tend- 
ency to keep down wages expressed 
in an address before the U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce this week. 

What effect this attitude will have 
on the service pay question is receiving 
consideration. The policy, if it is a 
policy, is, of course, but a temporary 
one, and should not affect a service pay 
bill if pressed in a year’s time it is 
felt. Then again Congress, and the 
country realizes that the civil em- 
ployees of the Government as well as 
all other persons in the country, have 
had their compensation greatly increas- 
ed in the last twenty years, during which 
time the pay of members of the armed 
services has remained stationary, while 
the cost of living has been greatly in- 
creased.

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Commission to Gen. Crowell 


Cleveland, Ohio.—At a Juncheon at 
the Union Club, given April 27 by Mr. 
Henry C. Osborn, Chief of the Cleve- 
land Ordnance District, Maj. Gen. 
Samuel Hof, Chief of Ordnance, pre- 
sented to Brig. Gen. Benedict Crowell 
his commission as Brigadier General in 
the Ordnance Reserve Corps. This well- 
deserved honor was the result of the 
nomination of Crowell to this appoint- 
ment by President Hoover. Gen. Cro- 
well is chairman of the Board of the 
Crowell & Little Construction Com- 
pany, and vice president of Crowell & 
Murray, Inc. He was Assistant Secre- 
tary of War in charge of Munitions in 
the Wilson Cabinet during the World 
War. Since the World War he has 
been particularly active as president of 
the Army Ordnance Association, in ef- 
fecting industrial preparedness for war 
as being one of the nation’s strongest 
guarantees of peace. For some time 
Gen. Crowell has been a member of the 
Advisory Board of the Cleveland Ord- 
nance District. 

At the same time Gen. Hof handed 
appointments to Lt. Col. Winthrop 
Withington, Ord.-Res., as Assistant 
District Chief of the Cleveland Ord- 
nance District, and Mr. Alexander C. 
Brown, as member of the Advisory 
Board of the District. Col. Withing- 
ton is vice president and manufactur- 
ing director of the American Fork and 
Hoe Company and chairman of the 
board of the Sparks-Withington Com- 
pany. During the World War he 
served in various capacities and prin- 


 cipally as divisional officer of the 7th 


Division. For some time he has been 
a member of the staff of the Cleveland 
Ordnance District. Mr. Alexander C. 
Brown is president of the Industrial 
Brownhoist Corporation, and has been 
for some time Assistant District Chief 
of the Cleveland Ordnance District. 
During the World War he was a mem- 
ber of the War Industries Board. 

While on his Cleveland visit Gen. 
Hof inspected the local ordnance dis- 
trict for the purpose of investigating 
the progress of work on industrial mo- 
bilization as it pertains to the Ordnance 
Department in this area. He stated 
that the interest and patriotic endeavor 
of these gentlemen, and those asso- 
ciated with them in the Cleveland Ord- 
nance District, are materially aiding 
in the national defense activities of the 
Government. 

In presenting the Crowell commis- 
sion, Gen. Hof said: 

“It is with great pleasure I join with 
you on this happy occasion. For a 
dozen years I have known, or rather 
mostly known of, Gen. Crowell. I ad- 
mired his forthright way of doing busi- 
ness during the war, and when I con- 
template the unfortunate results which 
might have been obtained by one of 
less singleness of purpose, by one of 
smaller vision, by one more influenced 
by contemplation of his personal ad- 
vancement, I thank God that we were 
so fortunate as to have him as Minister 
of Munitions during the war. 

“To him is due in large part the sec- 
tion of the National Defense Act which 
makes provisions for Industrial Pre- 
paredness. As president of our Army 
Ordnance Association, he has consist- 
ently led our nation along a well-con- 
ceived plan. While the work involved 
difficulties, they were successfully sur- 
mounted. 

“A few weeks ago I was visited by 
Gen. Williams, my predecessor as 
Chief of Ordnance, and he said, ‘Well 
Sam, I want to congratulate you on 
putting over something that I wanted 
to do.’ I said, ‘I thank you, what?’ 
He said, ‘The appointment of Benedict 
Crowell as Brigadier General of the 
Ordnance Department.’ My reply was 
that I had but one regret in connection 
with the appointment and that was 
that I had not initiated it. 

“It is my belief that this expression 
of appreciation originated with the 
high appointing power himself, and I 
am very glad now to feel that it may 
be attributed to a no less exalted 
source. 

“Gen, Crowell, it is now my great 
pleasure to hand you this commission 
and to remind you of those lines from 
St. Luke, ‘To whom men have com- 
mitted much, of him they will ask the 
more’.”

THE duties of state were laid aside 

by the legislative leaders of the com- 
monwealth of Florida last week, when 
the Governor and the assembled Sena- 
tors and Delegates received two of 
their state’s most distinguished citi- 
zens, the former Chief of Staff of the 
Army and his wife, Gen. and Mrs. 
Charles P. Summerall. 

In response to an invitation of the 
legislature, Gen. Summerall appeared 
before the members, assembled in joint 
session. He was introduced by Gover- 
nor Carlton who praised him as the 
sixth man in American history to hold 
the rank of general. 

“He carries well the fine traditions 
of George Washington, America’s first 
general and the Father of His Coun- 
try,” the governor said. 

In his address, Gen. Summerall said 
that Florida had played her part in 
upbuilding the Nation in time of peace, 
and had carried equally her share in 
time of war. His absence from the 
state during his service of nearly half 
a century in the Army had in no way 
diminished his pride in citizenship in 
Florida, he stated. 

“It is only natural then, that upon 
retirement from military service, Mrs. 
Summerall and I should come back to 
the land and places we call home. We 
now have the privilege, like a private 
citizen, of establishing a home,” he 
said. “That is a great privilege. But 
it is a greater privilege to answer the 
call of military service. Mrs. Summer- 
all has gone with me to the far cor- 
ners of the earth as my duty called, 
and now we are happy to return to our 
wonderful Florida to live in retire- 
ment.” 

The Summeralls were also honor 
guests at the University of Florida at 
Gainesville, April 15 and 16. The De- 
partment of Military Science of the 
University gave a banquet for them 
April 15. The guest list included repre- 
sentatives of the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard, Organized Reserves and 
the Cadet Corps of the school. On 
the 16th, they were guests at a student 
convocation. Gen. Summeral]l was 
called upon on both occasions to give 
addresses.

Army Ordnance Notes 


‘THE manufacturing service oi the 
Ordnance Department has been at 
work on a number of items, among 
which are the Pannke computer, im- 
proved telescopic sights, lensatic com- 
passes and the 8-inch Howitzer Car- 
riage, T2. 
The Pannke Computer—The Pannke 
computer is a mechanical-graphical so- 
lution of the field artillery firing prob- 
lem. The use of a strictly graphical 
method of calculating the necessary 
data is now under study at the Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, A series of 
charts in the nomogram form (straight 
line diagrams) is being worked up for 
the same weapon as the Pannke was, 
with a view to a comparative study of 
the two methods of operation. 
Telescopic Sight—Preliminary study 
has been made of an improved tele- 
scopic sight for tank use, particularly 
with the new tanks in mind. It is in- 
tended to use one telescope for the 
sighting of both ensemble mounted 
weapons, providing correct range set- 
ting for each with one motion, indi- 
cated, however, on two range drums. 
Telescope Mounts—Delivery of the cur- 
rent order for Telescope Mounts, M3, 
with Panoramic Telescopes, M1, for the 
standard pack materiel, has been de- 
layed because of some few slight de- 
fects in the reticles. Delivery should 
be accomplished about the time of pub- 
lication of these notes. 
Position Finders—The production of 
depression position finders at the manu- 
facturing arsenal is keeping up with 
schedule. This instrument, as a type, 
is ogé of the most accurate ever turned 
out by Frankford Arsenal. 
Lensatic Compasses — Lensatic com- 
passes being overhauled at Frankford 
are being modified to obviate the neces- 
sity for use of liquid for damping pur- 
poses. These instruments will be dry, 
the compass card pivoted both top and 
bottom, with a damping tension spring 
engaging the card underneath. It is 
expected that this modification will 
overcome the difficulties experienced 
with the liquid, leakage, warping and 
discoloration. 
The 155mm. Howitzer Materiel—The 
155mm. Howitzer materiel T1E1, hav- 
ing completed its test at the Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, has been forwarded 
to Ft. Bragg, N. C., for service test. 
Howitzer Carriage, T2—The manufac- 
ture of the 8-inch Howitzer carriage, 
T2, with recoil mechanism and limber, 
was completed on March 19, 1931. The 
design work of this materiel was com- 
pleted from layouts furnished by the 
Ordnance Department in 81 working 
days. The drawings were released to 
the shops for manufacture, and the 
carriage, recoil mechanism and limber 
were then completed in 87 working 
days. The carriage was taken over- 
land to Savanna Proving Ground on 
March 22, and was successfully proof 
fired on March 23 and 24. The proof 
firing developed no structural weakness 
in the carriage or welding. 
Medium Tank—The Medium Tank, T2, 
is continuing its test at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground. As a result of ex- 
tensive block tests of the engine with 
various combinations of carburetors, it 
was decided to equip the tank with a 
modified Liberty tank engine equipped 
with two Zenith carburetors. The en- 
gine so equipped gives this tank ample 
power and speed under practically all 
conditions of operation. This tank was 
recently subjected to an 8-hour non- 
stop run over the cross-country test 
course at Aberdeen; in’this time the 
distance covered was 105 miles. The 
object of this run was to test the en- 
durance and reliability of the tank, and

Twelfth CA Band 

HE present 12th CA Band, now sta- 

tioned at Ft. Monroe, Va., origin- 
ated from the old 4th Artillery, the 
earliest record states: Prior to 1839 
this Band did not exist, at least as a 
recognized organization. During June, 
1839, Companies G and I each had one 
private “learning music,” while Com- 
pany B furnished one private as “cook 
for the Band.” 

In Jan., 1844, six Privates and a 
Drum Major were added to the Band, 
and in 1845 five more men. 


The Band took part at the siege of 
Vera Cruz, which terminated by capit- 
ulation, March 29, 1847. On April 8 
the Band left Vera Cruz and took part 
in the advance on Mexico City, which 
was finally reached on September 14, 
during which time the regiment was 
actively engaged in operations which 
terminated in the fall of the capital, 
including Molino del Rey and Chapul- 
tepec. 


August 13, 1848, the old 4th Artil- 
lery came back to Ft. Monroe, Va. 
From that time the regiment changed 
stations frequently till on July 4, 1861, 
it arrived at Ft. McHenry, Md., where 
it remained until 1872. From Nov. 
11, 1872, till March 1, 1880, first the 
Band was stationed at Presidio of San 
Francisco and Angel Island, Cal. In 
1881 the Band came East again, and 
after several other stations, back to 
Ft. Monroe in 1899, where it has been 
stationed since under different names. 
Under reorganization of the Artillery 
in Feb., 1901, the Band became the 
4th Band, Artillery Corps. 


From 1907 the headings of the 
records are again changed to 4th Band, 
Coast Artillery Corps. 


During the World War the Band fur- 
nished 12 men to form the Band of 
the 60th Artillery, and these men saw, 
service in France. 


On April 12, 1919, the Band went on 
a tour in connection with the Victory 
Loan drive, returning May 11, during 
which time it played for parades in 24 
cities. The total distance marched in 
oo parades was approximately 203 
miles. 


Under reorganization of the CA in 
1924 the Band became the Band of the 
12th Regiment of Coast Artillery. 


While in Ft. Monroe the Band plays 
for the usual ceremonies. During the 
Summer months the concerts on the 
waterfront are always attended by a 
large number of the civilian popula- 
tion of the lower peninsula. The Band 
enjoys a very fine reputation, and va- 
cancies do not often occur. For the 
last five years the Band has always 
been over strength.

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Hannibal Concludes Season 


AFTER a season’s map-making waich 

ended with charting in the Gulf of 
Paria, Venezuela, the USS Hannibal, 
veteran naval survey ship, arrived 


April 27 at the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard. 
Major interest in the MHannibal’s 


cruise this season centered in her sur- 
vey in the Venezuelan area. On ac- 
count of the commercial importance of 
the Gulf of Paria and the increasing 
use by American shipping of this Gulf 
and its tributary rivers, it was de- 
cided in the Navy’s Hydrographic Of- 
fice to undertake the survey of this 
area at the beginning of the current 
year. In January a survey expedition, 
consisting of the USS Hannibal, two 
submarine chasers and other necessary 
motor boats for obtaining soundings, 
were detached from survey duties on 
the northeast coast of Cuba, on which 
these craft had been engaged since 
Nov., 1930. 

This expedition was sent to the Gulf 
of Paria, which is situated at the 
northernmost mouths of the Orinoco 
River, Venezuela, and lies between the 
British island of Trinidad and the 
mainland. © British surveys dating 
back to 1866, supplemented by more 
recent surveys, cover approximately 
the eastern half of the Gulf. The re- 
maining half never has been surveyed 
accurately, the last survey available 
and the data used on Hydrographic 
Office charts being about 75 years old. 

The survey was commenced Jan. 2 
in the Serpent’s Mouth, the southern 
entrance of the Gulf of Paria, and 
continued until April 6, at which time 
the weather became unfavorable for 
further continuance of the survey. The 
Hannibal returns to complete the sur- 
vey of the Gulf of Paria during next 
winter, the winter season having been 
found to be the best for survey work 
in the Caribbean. 


Capt. Bass to Sea Duty 


QCRDERS have been issued to Capt. 
Ivan E. Bass, USN, detaching him 
from duty as Assistant Chief of the 
Bureau of Engineering, Navy Depart- 
ment, about July 6, and appointing 
him aide on the staff of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Asiatic Fleet. 
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Praises Work of Survey 

HE work of the Porto Rico-Nica- 

ragua Aerial Survey Detachment, 
whose two amphibian planes’ were 
piloted by their crews into Hampton 
Roads today from Panama after an 
absence from the United States of al- 
most five months, has received com- 
mendation from Rear Adm. Walter R. 
Gherardi, Hydrographer of the Navy. 

“The -Porto Rico-Nicaragua Aerial 
Survey Detachment, under the com- 
mand of Lt. Carleton McGauly,” Adm. 
Gherardi said, “has just completed the 
most successful survey season on 
record. The detachment has been in 
southern waters since December 1, en- 
gaged in aerial photographic work in 
connection with the surveys being car- 
ried on by the Hydrographic Office in 
various parts of the Caribbean and ad- 


jacent waters. The planes were con- 
tinually under difficult operating and 
weather conditions, and the excellent 
results obtained are a splendid indi- 
cation of the efficiency of the per- 
sonnel and of the progress we have 
made in survey methods since our pio- 
neering in mapping from the air.” 

The. detachment, which left Hampton 
Roads December 1, based at San Juan, 
Porto Rico, for two months, making 
a photographic survey of the Island 
of Porto Rico. This was done at the 
request of Governor Roosevelt, in order 
to assist the Island Government in 
various agricultural and engineering 
projects. 

In February the planes flew from 
Porto Rico to Maturin, Venezuela, and 
joined the USS Hannibal, survey ship, 
in making a survey of previously un- 
charted waters of the Gulf of Paria, 
lying between the Island of Trinidad 
and the coast line of Venezuela, an 
area which in recent years has become 
of increasing importance to American 
shipping. In March, upon completion 
of this work, the planes flew along the 
northern coasts of Venezuela and 
Colombia to the Canal Zone, thence to 
Almirante Bay, Panama. From this 
base, photographs were made of the 
coast lines of Nicaragua, Costa Rica 
and Panama, from the Canal Zone to 
Bluefields, and of certain anchorages 
on the Pacific coast of Panama. 

All assigned work being successfully 
completed, the planes left Colon, Canal 
Zone, on April 18 and flew to Hampton 
Roads, stopping at Puerto Cabezas, 
Tela, Belize, Cozumel Island, Havana, 
Miami and Charleston. 





Patrol Squadrons Return 


AFTER extended flight operations, 
continuing over a period of almost 
four months, two squadrons of naval 
patrol planes, which left the Naval Air 
Station, Hampton Roads, Va., Jan. 7, 
returned this week to Hampton Roads. 
The first group of six planes was 
under the command of Lt. Comdr. J. 
F. Moloney, USN, and the second 
group of six planes was under the 
command of Lt. Comdr. A. I. Price, 
USN. The two groups constitute 
Navy Patrol Squadrons 8 and 10 at- 
tached to the Scouting Force, U. S. 
Fleet. . 
Patrol Squadrons 8 and 10, depart- 
ing Jan. 7 from Hampton Roads, flew 
to Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, proceeded 
in February on a direct trans-Carib- 
bean ffight to Cristobal, participated 
in the Fleet war problem staged off 
the -coast of Central America, and 
played a major part in the air exer- 
cises in the Caribbean the latter part 
of March. The work of the two Patrol 


Squadrons during the Fleet war prob- | 


lem and the air concentration exercises 
received high commendation from of- 
ficial observers.

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“The low standard of pay, compared with average occupational rewards in 
civil life, however, has tended to discourage veteran officers and to influence 
young men to avoid a service career which offers such meager financial returns.”

[THE NATIONAL RESERVE Officers’ Association, made up of reserve officers 

who are men of professional and business standing, and resident of every 
state in the Union, has adopted a resolution urging the President and Congress 
to provide increased pay for the officers and enlisted men of the regular estab- 
lishments. This action on the part of the Association is important and inter- 
esting from two points of view: First, it was taken by men, who by reason of 
their connection with national defense, are familiar with the great need for pay 
relief which exists among the regulars, and second, it was taken by men who 
are taxpayers and who are prepared to stand the burden of increased taxation, 
if that should be necessary. Moreover, the resolution was based upon the knowl- 
edge that there has been a slight decrease in the cost of living, but that decrease 
by no means compares with the smaller purchasing power of the dollar which 
prevails, and the fewer dollars, considered in connection with the great increases 
in other lines, that the Army and Navy receive. 


ECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR WILBUR and Attorney General Mitchell 
announced this week that the current depression has decreased the cost of 
living to such an extent as to be tantamount to an increase of pay, and, there- 
fore, none of their subordinates would enjoy a salary increase this year. It is 
interesting to note that since 1908 the average increase in pay of civil service 
clerical employes was 87 per cent, while the actual average increase for the 
Army and the Navy and Marine Corps from the same year was only 11 per cent. 
It is of further interest that the foreign service received an increase of 175 per 
cent over the same period. It is plain that the Services are in a different situa- 
tion from other branches of the Government, and that even though a reduction 
in the cost of living has taken place it by no means approximates the slight 
imcrease in pay they received. Mr. Wilbur and Mr. Mitchell might take into 
consideration in this connection their own salary situation. The increase in 
Cabinet salaries since 1908 has been 25 per cent. 


























E CAN INFER BUT WE would like to know why the Administration is con- 
stantly putting out misleading tables as to the cost of national defense. 
For example, the White House made public on Saturday last a statement in 
which federal expenditures were placed within groups. Group I included the 
public debt, principal and interest, national defense, covering the Army and the 
Navy, and veterans of former wars, dealing with pensions, bonuses and buildings 
and other structures. Group II related to legislative and executive costs. Group 
II, to public health, education, aids to agriculture and other projects, public 
buildings, etc., and group IV to refunds, settlement of war claims, trust funds, 
District of Columbia and miscellaneous. The average man will note that the 
expenditures under Group I far exceed those under other groups, and especially 
Ill, dealing with public health and education. More than $2,670,000,000 are set 
forth under group I for the year ending June 30 last, only $311.000,000 for 
group II, $715,500,000 for group III, and $296,800,000 for group IV. These figures 
will be seized upon by pacifists as a striking explanation of the cost of prepara- 
_ tion. As a matter of fact the total cost of national defense was only $701,000,- 
000, and this is for the use of the entire country. Education costs the Federal 
Government only $14,392,545. What about the expenditures—and they are not 
great enough—by the several states for this same item? We gather the im- 
pression that the administration is preparing for another assault on the require- 
ments of the Services. 





OR WOULD WE BE SURPRISED should the desire to attain world leader- 
ship in the matter of disarmament have something to do with the propaganda 
which is being emitted. That leadership can easily be achieved, if the United 
States will disarm without reference to the conduct of other nations. Those 
nations, naturally enough, are taking into consideration their own security, and 
the value of a trained force which will protect their colonies and their political 
and commercial interests. France will not relinquish her margin of strength 
over Italy, and Great Britain views with alarm French construction which will 
reduce British superiority. The British press has teemed with regretful sugges- 
tions that as a result of the attitude of France in the Franco-Italian negotia- 
tions it may be necessary to invoke the escalator clause in the London Treaty 
and add to British tonnage. If so, the United States, by reason of its refusal 
te build, will fall even more substantially below that parity whichwas proclaimed 
as the satisfactory consequence of the London negotiations. It is noteworthy 
that British Admirals are dwelling upon the fact that blockade is possible only. 
with sea mastery, and they are pointing out that British inferiority would bring 
this disaster upon the homeland. In the meantime, the United States is dis- 
cussing disarmament and pursuing a policy which is destructive of equality.

N. S. K.—Army regulations prescribe 
the order of troops of the service in 
official parades only and parades un- 
der the direction of veterans’ organi- 
zations are governed by no official 
rules. However, priority alignment of 
patriotic organizations was set some 
years ago by the late Gen. Nelson A, 
Miles, USA, which has been quite gen- 
erally followed. This order in parade 
was based upon seniority of organi- 
zations which take in all veterans of a 
particular war, for example: The G. A. 
R. would come first, followed by the 
United States War Veterans, the 
American Legion, and then by organi- 
zations of the types of the veterans of 
foreign wars, ete. Regular Army 
troops would have priority over these 
societies as a rule and would come first. 
After them would come Navy, Marine 
Corps, National Guard and Organized 
Reserves.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The Fleet Sails North Today.—The Fleet will soon be in. Vessels of the Scouting 
Fleet and Train Squadron One, which have been in southern waters since early 
Winter, set sail today for northern ports. Cruisers of the Scouting Force, to- 
gether with the Train Squadron One, Base Force, and the flagship, the USS 
Arkansas, proceed to New York City for liberty port. The cruisers are due 
there May 8, with the Arkansas, while the ships of the Base force anchor a few 
days later. The Arkansas will be relieved as flagship of the Scouting Force 
by the new cruiser Augusta on May 14 and will go to Annapolis to prepare for 
the midshipmen’s cruise. Both cruisers and auxiliaries leave New York May 25 
for Narragansett Bay area. The Northampton and Pensacola, however, go directly 
to Norfolk and New York for overhaul at the yards there. Destroyers of the 
Scouting Force proceed today from the Guantanamo Bay-Gonaives area to 
Charleston, S. C. Due there May 5, they will remain until May 25, when they 
sail for New York. The cruiser Concord, flagship of the Destroyers, will undergo 
overhaul there, while Destroyer Flotilla One anchors in the North River for 
a liberty period, leaving June 8 to join the cruisers in the Narragansett Bay area. 
Six of the destroyers, however, the J. Fred Talbott, Dickerson, Williamson, 
Tattnall, Babbitt, Upshur, withdraw for routine overhaul at navy yards. Air- 
craft of the Scouting Force will start north for Hampton Roads today. The 
“Langley will undergo overhaul at Norfolk Navy Yard, while the Wright, Sand- 
piper, Teal and Utility Plane Squadron Two of Patrol Planes Squadrons Eight 
and Ten leave June 8 to join the rest of the Scouting Force. Fourteen cruisers, 
thirty-one destroyers, one aircraft carrier, one aircraft carrier tender and ships 
of Train Squadron One will operate in the Narragansett Bay area from the time 
of their arrival in June. The cruisers and ships of Train Squadron One will 
depart from Newport for the Chesapeake Bay area Sept. 8. Destroyers of the 
| ne ned Force will remain until Oct. 1 at Newport and then return to base on 
harleston.

Lt. Apollo Soucek Presented with F. A. I. Diploma.—On April 11, aboard the 
USS Saratoga, Capt. McCrary, acting for Rear Adm. Reeves, presented Lt. 
Apollo Soucek, USN, with the diploma awarded him by the Federation Aero- 
nautique Internationale for setting a new altitude record, any type aircraft, on 
June 4, 1930. At that time Lt. Soucek took off from the Naval Air Station at 
Washington, D. C., in a Wright “Apache” biplane, and ascended to a new height 
of 43,166 feet, roughly a little over eight miles. Lt. Soucek broke the previous 
record held by a German pilot, Willi Neunhofen, who three weeks before had 
climbed to a height of 41,794 feet in a Junkers monoplane powered with a Bristol 
“Jupiter” engine.

Leahy, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, will be ordered to assume command 
of Destroyers, Scouting Force, in June, the Navy Department announced this 
week. Adm. Leahy’s orders directing him to duty as Chief of Staff, United 
States Fleet, are revoked and Rear Adm. Wat T. Cluverius, who has held that 
post since last December will probably continue. Adm. Cluverius had been 
ordered to the destroyer post. The assignment which Adm. Leahy is to assume 
in June will be his first command afloat as a flag officer. 

Upon Adm. Leahy’s relief, Capt. Edgar B. Larimer will become Chief of 
Bureau of Ordnance, with temporary rank of rear-admiral. Rear Adm. Walton 
R. Sexton, who is relieved as commander of Destroyers, Scouting Force, becomes 
Assistant to the Chief of Naval Operations. Rear Adm. John Halligan, now 
holding that post, goes to the War College.

Charges of Looting Proven Untrue—Charges emanating from Mexico City to 
the effect that United States Marines in Nicaragua had engaged in looting dur- 
ing the relief work following the earthquake in Managua some weeks ago were 
revealed to be unfounded with the release of a report from Lt. Col. Dan I. Sultan, 
chief of the Army Engineer Detachment in Nicaragua. The allegations, coming 
from a Mexican college professor, specified that private safes in buildings de= 
molished by the earthquake and fire had been broken open by parties of Marines, 
Charges such as these, though untrue, are almost impossible to positively refute, 
by their very nature, when broadcast, and many unthinking persons would give 
credence to them. Happily, however, there existed direct refutation of the alle- 
gations in the shape of a report by Lt. Col. Dan I. Sultan, CE, USA, command- 
ing officer of the Army Engineer Detachment in Nicaragua, submitted to the 
War Department some time before the charges were made. Col. Sultan, in a 
detailed account of the activities of his command, tells of the episode which 
undoubtedly gave rise to the story. He states: 

“While in Managua the Engineer Detachment performed other duties. April 4 
a street through the city was cleaned of all debris to provide a through north and 
south artery. Dangerous walls were demolished upon request of the Marine or 
Guardia officials. The movement of the safes and equipment from the Banco 
Nacional to a special train to Granada was supervised. Safes and vaults damaged 
by the fire were opened upon the request of the owners, provided they were 
public or simi-public officials. These consisted of the safe in the British Lega- 
tion, one safe and a vault in the Anglo-South American Bank, and a safe in the 
office of the Collector of Customs. They were either opened by the acetylene 
torch or by explosives in the presence of the owner.” From the foregoing, it is 
clear to even those anxious to believe the worst of members of the service, that 
the charges were based upon distorted rumor, and not only.untrue but malicious. 
To those familiar with the members of our armed services, the allegations were 
merely absurd.

Maj. Boles to International Matches—Maj. John K. Boles, FA, has received orders 
which place him on detached service about the 8th of August. At that time he 
will go to Poland as delegate of the United States at the International Matches, 
to be held there this year. This will make the seventh time that Maj. Boles has 
attended the International Matches. On the other six occasions Maj. Boles has 
captained the United States team twice and has been a firing member five 
times.

This year, the United States will 
not enter a team in the International Matches, but will concentrate on the .22 
caliber rifle match to be held in England against the riflemen of that country. It 
is likely that Germany will enter the match. .

Ferry Artillery at Ft. Hoyle—A very interesting experiment was conducted at 
Ft. Hoyle, Md., on Wednesday, April 29, when light field artillery was ferried 
across a stream. The test was conducted to determine the practicability of cross- 
ing deep streams on rafts. The test was viewed by the Chief of Field Artillery, 
Maj. Gen. Harry G. Bishop, Brig. Gen. Edward L. King, and Col. Croft, of G-3; 
Maj. Gen. Sladen and Col. Thomas Darrah, the commanding officer of Ft. Doyle, 
Brig. Gen. James B. Gowen, Col. Laurin L. Lawson, commanding the 6th Field 
Artillery, and the entire class of the Engineer School from Ft. Humphreys, Va. 

Two rafts were constructed with four pontoons apiece, giving three bays to 
each. This permitted the loading of one section of horse-drawn materiel or two 
sections of motorized materiel. The raft was powered by an outboard motor 
and its’speed was estimated at from 3 to 4 miles per hour. Crossings of the 
stream were made under the protection of a smoke screen laid down by small 
boats. It is believed that in actual warfare it would be much more practicable 
to use airplanes for this purpose. The artillery was ferried across the stream, 
the horses standing very quietly. The tactical use of this method of crossing 
streams would be an eventuality that necessitated the use of artillery on 
the further bank of a stream when the engineers had not had time to throw a 
bridge across. It is understood that the tests were considered very satisfactory.

GOKEY BOTTE SAUVAGE 
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General Pershing Tells Story of World War 





“My Experiences in the World War,” 
by General John J. Pershing, USA- 
Ret., Commander in Chief, American 
Expeditionary Forces. Frederick’ A. 
Stokes, Co., New York. Two volumes. 
Price, Ten Dollars. 


EN the World War broke out in 
1914, there was not an American, 
probably hot a living person, who vis- 


} ioned the transportation. and operation 


of Armies of the United States on the 
fields of France. Lulled to a sense of 
false security, though irritated by the 
control of our trade by the British 
Navy and excited on occasions by Ger- 
man sinking of American ships or ships 
carrying Americans as passengers, the 
American people labored diligently in 
their several avocations and reveled 
in the prosperity produced by the war 
orders received from the Allied na- 
tions. President Wilson was re-elected 
on the slogan “he kept us out of war,” 
and the policy which this expressed 
found application, to a very large ex- 
tent, in the administration of the af- 
fairs of the War Department. The 
adoption of unrestricted submarine 
warfare by the German Government, 
the dismissal of the German Ambassa- 
dor, and the revolution which ended 
Russian participation in the struggle, 
forced the United States to come to a 
decision. The decision was war. 
When that decision occurred, the ap- 
palling nature of the problems which 
confronted the Government became 
quickly realized. William Jennings 
Bryan had grandly proclaimed that a 
million men would spring to arms over- 
night. The night passed, and there 
were no million men. Indeed, when 
the War Department surveyed the sit- 
uation, it found the government lack- 
ing in practically every requirement 
for the conduct of modern war. Espe- 
cially was this lack clear when there

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developed the necessity of providing 
men and munitions for participation 
in operations three thousand miles 
away. It was discovered that shipping 
limitations would have prevented even 
the transportation in any large num- 
bers of unequipped, ununiformed and 
untrained men. Had there been ships, 
there were not sufficient port facili- 
ties to accommodate them. Had men 
been dumped on the shores of France, 
they could not have been properly fed. 
Without sufficient arms and artiilery, 
and ammunition, without adequate sup- 
plies of chemicals, with no tanks, with 
aeroplanes only in the making, the un- 
trained mob of Americans would have 
been sent to slaughter at the hands or 
the efficient troops of Von Hindenburg 
and Ludendorff. 

Napoleon said that “in war it is the 
man, not men, who counts.” In view 
of the situation which prevailed, it was 
fortunate that the President, upon the 
recommendation of the Secretary of 
War and the Chief of Staff, selected 
as the Commander-in-chief of the pro- 
posed expeditionary force, an officer 
whose military career had been starred 
by patience, skill and achievement. 
General Pershing was no pedant, no 
mere reader of the campaigns of the 
past, with a mind cramped by routine 
and mere memory for facts in connec- 
tion with the operations of the leaders 
who preceded him through the ages. 
It was of little interest to him to know 
the minute details of the conduct of 
Alexander or Napoleon or Lee, but of 
very great importance to reflect upon 
the basic principles which underlay 
their plans and actions. He knew these 
principles maintained, though the weap- 
ons, equipment and, to a large extent, 
the conditions, had altered. Lacking 
prejudice, receptive to new ideas, of 
keen imagination, with bold vision, and 
high moral courage and driving force, 
he assumed the reins of command un- 
dismayed by the crushing weight of 
the task thrust upon his shoulders. 

As the General himself says in “My 
Experiences in the World War,” he was 
“really more chagrined than astonished 
to realize that so little had been done 
in the way of preparation when there 
had been so many things that might 
have been done long before.” He be- 
rates the lack of foresight on the part 
of the General Staff, its lack of proper 
organization, its ignorance of its real 
functions, and the unfortunate lack of 
coordination between it and the Bu- 
reaus of the War Department. He in- 
timates that for the inertia from which 
the War Department was suffering, 
that department was not altogether re- 
sponsible. To some extent this is true. 
Those who were in Washington dur- 
ing the three years which preceded en- 
trance of the United States into the 
struggle, were aware of the intense 
effort on the part of the President to 
be “neutral in thought and deed,” his 
unwillingness to make any preparations 
which might give the impression that 
we expected to be drawn into the con- 
flict, and his determination, if possible, 
to avoid participation. We know what 
happened to the Secretary of War and 
the Assistant Secretary of War, Lind- 
ley M. Garrison and Henry C. Breckin- 
ridge, when they sought to make even 
what we now realize would have been 
slight attempts to improve the land 
forces of the national defense, and we 
are aware that in his selection of New- 
ton D. Rerere: as Mr. Garrison’s suc- 
cessor he gained | a “mind which ran 
along with mine.” In view of what 
happened to the man he replaced, it is 
clear that Mr. Baker, before the decla- 
ration of war, was, to say the least, 
careful in his conduct, thereby execut- 
ing the policy of the Administration 
irrespective of its effect upon the ques- 
tion of American preparedness. Is it 
surprising, therefore, when General 
Pershing ascertained, by personal in- 
vestigation, the situation in Washing- 
ton, he was for the moment depressed 
by the thought of the responsibilities 
his new position entailed? To describe 
what he had to do in a sentence, it is 
well to quote his own words: “Here 
in the face of a great war I had been 
placed in command of a theoretical 
army, which yet had to be constituted, 

, trained, and sent abroad.” 
He had no doubt ‘of his ability to dis- 
charge the duty entrusted to him, pro- 
vided the Government did its share, and 
his accomplishments demonstrate that 
this belief in himself was well founded. 

Without proper key men, in other 
words, the constitution of an efficient 

, General Pershing could do little. 
First, as he says, he addressed him-

His choice fell upon Major James G. 
Harbord, a young officer who had risen 
from the ranks and whose efficiency 
in every grade in which he had served 
was recognized. Major Harbord had a 
reputation for tact and the courage to 
express his views however they might 
dissent from those of his superiors, 
and the loyalty to carry out the deci- 
sion to the best of his ability even 
when the decision was not in accord 
with his own judgment. Speaking of 
General Harbord, General Pershing 
utters this high encomium: “His abil- 
ity, his resourcefulness, his faculty for 
organization, and above all, his loyalty, 
were outstanding qualities, and these, 
together with a compelling personality, 
made him invaluable to the nation in 
this important position.” 

Following the selection of the Chief 
of Staff, the subordinate personnel was 
selected, and to each was assigned the 
particular duty which was essential 
for the harmonious solution of the 
problems that had to be met. It was 
the first move in the creation of the 
force that was to be the decisive factor 
in the terrible warfare which was sap- 
ping the man power of Europe. As 
this important work of the selection of 
outstanding officers for staff service 
proceeded, General Pershing was ac- 
quainting himself with our pitiful de- 
ficiencies and advising and helping in 
the enactment of needed legislation. 
He was learning also of the desire of 
the British and French to use the 
United States as a recruiting agency, 
and to employ and control our forces 
as their respective interests dictated. 
He came to know, too, of the lack of 
cooperation on the part of the Allies, 
and understood why Napoleon expressed 
the opinion that it was not difficult to 
beat a coalition. It was with this 
knowledge of conditions at home and 
abroad that he called upon the Presi- 
dent to take his departure for France. 
“General,” Mr. Wilson said, “we are 
giving you some very difficult tasks 
these days.” To this, General Pershing 
replied in words voicing the spirit of 
the Army: “Perhaps so, Mr. President, 
but that is what we are trained to ex- 
pect.” 

So Pershing and his staff sailed. 
They left behind confusion; they found 
confusion confounded when they began 
their task in France. In our next is- 
sue, we will review the steps taken 
to build out of, for the most part, the 
untrained and ill - equipped material 
sent from home and to maintain, under 
the American Flag, the Armies which 
were to win imperishable glory on the 
fields of northern France.

Financial Digest 


"THE weakness in the oils is due, it 

seems, in large part to real liquida- 
tion of long stockholders having finally 
come to the action.point because of 
the long continued unfavorable situa. 
tion in the industry, according to re. 
cent morning stock letters from E. A, 
Pierce and Co. This, coupled with 
fear that before internal conditions are 
corrected there may be the necessity 
of dividend adjustments, it is believed, 
is also a factor in the liquidation. This 
particular section of the market, it 
seems, is definitely in the final stages 
of its long-drawn-out decline, but it is 
impossible to see the accumulation of 
evidence pointing to a reversal of 
trend, but, rather, after liquidation has 
been completed, to an indefinite period 
of quiet sluggishness and narrow 
fluctuations. 

The effects of the depression as 
measured in dollars and cents are being 
heavily concentrated in the news col- 
umns, and naturally usurp the place 
of all other factors. The unwilling- 
ness of potential buyers to take defi- 
nite action is easily explained in view 
of the character of the news, and on 
the surface there seems little faith in 
long-distance predictions of what the 
second half of the year may bring 
forth in the way_,of business improve- 
ment. It does seem likely, however, 
that from around this point there will 
be a slowly increasing volume of scale 
buying, but as precedent shows, this 
kind of buying requires some time to 
make its presence definitely felt; but, 
at the same time, it is of more event- 
ual benefit to a market than artificial 
support designed to put a temporary 
stop to a wave of liquidation.

WILL IT HELP? 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
S one of the officers in the “Hump” 
I appreciate the Journal opening 
its columns for discussion by officers 
of the proposed new promotion bill. I 
also appreciate the attitude of the pres- 
ent War Department administration in 
placing their cards on the table well 
in advance of the assembling of Con- 
gress. As an average officer and not 
as an expert I analyze the bill using 
my own position on the promotion 
list as the place from which I take a 
look-see. 
I can not see that my promotion to 
field grade, by the new bill, will be 
hastened to such an extent as to do 


me or the government much good. 
That, of course, applies to the officers 
below me, starred or unstarred. My 
own name is starred. However of the 
3,383 captains in January 1, 1931, pro- 
motion list I am approximately between 
500 and 600 from bottom of list of 
captains. Roughly about 2,700 files to 
a majority. Allowing the liberal fig- 
ure of 120 promotions to field grade a 
year it would be about 22 years to a 
majority under present law. Discount- 
ing this figure to 20 years, but adding 
to my age, 38, still I could not hope 
to be a field officer until I was over 55. 
The proposed bill would roughly give 
me about 1,000 files, with about 1,700 
files still to a majority. From my 
present knowledge of the bill I can 
not see that the attrition rate would 
be accelerated to any appreciable de- 
gree. Therefore, allowing 120 to a 
year for promotion to a majority it 
would still be about 14 years and 
without, in this case, a certain dis- 
count which would arise under present 
law due to extra number of captains 
who would retire for age before reach- 
ing their majority (those captains may 
now, under proposed bill, look forward 
to retirement as Junior Majors). From 
my meager knowledge I surmise I 
might therefore reach a majority when 
I am 52 years old. Of course (and 
guessing again), I would be through 
then, insofar as promotion is concerned. 
And I am a starred officer with many 
hundreds of war officers below me. 


As I see the bill: we know where 
we start and to approximately where 
we make our first jump, but we have 
no published approximation of the at- 
trition rate thereafter. It would help 
a lot if a graph could be published 
showing how officers, who are located 
at various points along promotion list, 
would progress. Take numbers sepa- 
rated, for instance, by 100 files and run 
a graph on them from data which 
must have been worked out in the 
studies made by the General Staff on 
this bill 


It may well be that some of us are 
“all wet” on this thing, but as I reit- 
erate some of us make no claim to ex- 
pertness on these things and have to 
use only the service papers for our 
information. As we see it the attri- 
tion rate is the crux of the matter and 
without an accelerated rate accom- 
plished by some means, thousands in 
the hump will be thoroughly stagnated 
and “coagulated” by the time they 
reach field grade. Perhaps the new 
attrition rate as contemplated is im- 
proved over present law, but I am 
sure it would be very much appreciated 
by many to have an expert pass on this 
matter. 


Meanwhile we hesitate to criticise 
adversely any bill which obviously does 


not hurt any one and which helps, 


every one, many officers tremendously 
and many others in such a way as to 
do them no real good in their chosen 
profession.

The Mechanized Force 

The Mechanized Force, the first of 
its kind, was assembled at Ft. Eustis 
during October and November of 1930 
by special instructions of the War De- 
partment. It is a permanently or- 
ganized force composed of companies, 
ba:teries, troop and detachments drawn 
from different arms and services of the 
Army. 

The Force is commanded by Col. 
Daniel Van Voorhis, Cav., with Maj. 
Sereno E. Brett, Inf. (Tanks), as ex- 
ecutive officer, and consists of a staff 
of ten officers, and ten different organi- 
zations with a total strength at present 
of 36 officers and 648 enlisted men. The 
combat groups of the Force consist of 
an armored car troop, tank company, 
machine gun company, field artillery 
battery, chemical detachment, and anti- 
aircraft platoon; and the auxiliary 
troops comprise a headquarters com- 
pany (consisting of administrative, 
supply and signal communication sec- 
tions), engineer company, ordnance 
company, and quartermaster motor re- 
pair section. The quartermaster mo- 
tor repair section has not yet arrived, 
but is being organized at Camp Hola- 
bird, Md., and will consist of one offi- 
cer and 15 men in addition to the total 
given above. 

The mission of the force, as given to 
it by the War Department, is to de- 
velop the tactics of mechanized forces 
which could be used with the Armies 
of the United States in case of an 
emergency; to function as a field labo- 
ratory for the testing and developing 
of motor equipment and weapons con- 
sidered suitable for the use of me- 
chanized forces, and to prepare speci- 
fications and make recommendations 
for ideal equipment for such a force. 


Armor and Equipment 

The Mechanized Force is provided 
with armor, has great mobility, and 
for its size, great fire power. Its ar- 
mament consists of six 75mm. guns, 
two of which are self propelled, one 
75mm. self-propelled howitzer, one 4.2- 
inch chemical mortar, 71 Browning .30 
caliber machine guns, both air and wa- 
ter cooled, seven Browning machine 
guns of .50 caliber both air and water 
cooled, two semi-automatic 37mm. 
guns, eight single-shot 37mm. guns, 
four sub-caliber 37mm. guns, 14 Brown- 
ing .30 caliber automatic rifles, 85 .30 
Springfield rifles, and 616 caliber .45 
automatic pistols. 

The force now has the following mo- 
tor vehicles: 20 passenger cars, 11 ar- 
mored cars, 15 solo motorcycles, 23 
tanks, two of which are radio equipped, 
7 caterpillar-20 tractors, 33 cargo 
trucks carrying from one to five tons, 
2 generator trucks, 4 kitchen trucks, 4 
radio trucks, 5 trailers, 3 anti-aircraft 
mount trucks, 15 tank carriers, 1 ma- 
chine shop truck, 1 wrecking truck, 1 
cross-country wire cart, 11 machine 
gun carriers, and 11 Liberty trucks or 
a total of 167 vehicles, with 31 addi- 
tional ordered by the War Department, 
a total of 198 authorized. The pre- 
dicted requirement of the present force 
is set at 262. 


Meeting in Washington 
Upon the committee’s return to 
Washington Tuesday morning, a num- 
ber of important conferences were held 
during the day in which all phases of 
the mechanical side of the Mechanized 








giving advice and criticism of infinite 
help to the Army. At noon the con- 
ferences were interrupted for a lunch- 
eon given by the Washington Chapter 
of the Army Ordnance Association at 
the Army Navy Country Club. 

Approximately fifty persons were 
present at the luncheon. The principal 
speaker was Representative John Q. 
Tilson, of Connecticut, who emphasized 
the importance of the use of commer- 
cial designs in the Army. Mr. J. A. C. 
Warner, general manager of the So- 
ciety of Automotive Engineers, spoke, 
expressing the pleasure of the organi- 
zation at being able~to cooperate with 
the War Department. Lt. Col. Charles 
G. Mettler presided. 

The meeting was brought to a climax 
with a dinner sponsored by the Army 
Ordnance Association in compliment to 
the members of the committee. The 
dinner was held at the Army and Navy 
Club in Washington. 

In the absence of Brig. Gen. Bene- 
dict Crowell, president of the Army 
Ordnance Association, who was un- 
avoidably detained in Cleveland, Maj. 
Gen. Samuel Hof, Chief of Ordnance, 
presided. The principal speakers were 
Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, 
Deputy Chief of Staff, and Col. A. F. 
Masury, chairman of the committee. 
Thirty-four guests were present at the 
dinner including the members of the 
committee, officers of the Ordnance De- 
partment who participate in the com- 
mittee’s discussions, and ranking offi- 
cers of the War Department who were 
invited to attend. 

Gen. Hof, in his address following 
the dinner, said: 


Gen. Hof’s Remarks 


“Past experience has shown that 
when other things are equal the na- 


tion, which can, to the greatest extent, ! 


bring to the field of battle implements 
which embody in a practical way the 
most advanced accomplishments in sci- 
ence and engineering has an -outstand- 
ing advantage over its opponents. 

“The art and science of war has in 
the past, in general, been based largely 
on the experience of the most recent 
wars. Too often there has been a fail- 
ure to take cognizance of the possi- 
bilities afforded by new inventions and 
scientific developments. 

“The Allied Armies entered the 
World War with tactical doctrines 
based on the wars of the middle of the 
19th century. Tey paid a terrific price 
before readjustment to the conditions 
made possible by the machine gun, air- 
plane, high-powered artillery, gas, and 
the track-laying vehicle. 

“One of the greatest of the respon- 
sibilities which devolves upon those 
charged with national defense is, 
therefore, to consider new develop- 
ments and inventions in the light of 
their application to equipment which is 
essentially military with a view to 
adopting, in so far as _ practicable, 
those developments which will make 
for its increased efficiency. We should 
moreover for obvious reasons endeavor 
wherever possible to use the develop- 
ments in their commercial form, and 
in those cases in which materiel is not 
produced commercially it is necessary 
to see that the special equipment 
which the Army requires shall embody 
the principles and developments of sci- 
ence and engineering which are best 
suited to meet its military character- 
istics. 

Cooperation With Commerce 

“Past failures in this respect may be 
ascribed to too much detachment of mil- 
itary men from the engineers and man- 
ufacturers of the commercial world. 
It has therefore been our aim in re- 
cent years to avoid this by seeking the 
closest cooperation and advice of those 
best qualified to aid us in our prob- 
lems. Our appeal has been met with 
a most patriotic and generous support 
on the part of engineering societies 
and industry. In the all important 
field of automotive engineering, we are 
meeting here tonight with the S. A. E. 
Ordnance Advisory Committee, this 
meeting being the 24th since the com- 
mittee was organized 12 years ago. 

“The members of this committee, 
which is composed of the outstanding 
engineers in this field of industry, I 
think know how much we value their 
advice and constructive aid in our 
problems during these years, but I 
eannot let this occasion pass withe ut 
again thanking them for their unself- 
ish and highly valued contribution to 
the problem of national defense. 

“The rapid strides which science and 
engineering is now making in every 
field of endeavor, coupled with the fac* 
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that the demand for reliability of 


equipment, increased tactical and 
strategic mobility of vehicles is greater 
than ever, renders this work of ever 
increasing importance. You have seen 
at Fort Eustis armored cars, tanks, 
tractors, self-propelled mounts, trans. 
port vehicles of various types which 
are being considered in the solution of 
our problems, and at this particular pe- 
riod when thoughts are not definitely 
crystalized in all cases as regards 
types of vehicles, you can well realize 


how greatly we require your continued 
assistance. 


“In addition I would like to express 
on behalf of the Ordnance Department, 
thanks to the Army Ordnance Asso. 
ciation for its hospitality on this oe. 
casion which is greatly enhanced by 
the presence of many distinguished of. 
ficers of the Army. Among these 
there is one who has indicated a desire 
to say a few words to us. His pres. 


; ence here is a recognition by the War 


Department of the value of your la. 
bors. I feel we are greatly indebted 
to the Army Ordnance Association for 
providing occasion where an opportu. 
nity is afforded for you to meet and 
hear the Deputy Chief of Staff of the 
mt Maj. Gen. George V. H. Mose- 
ey.” 


Gen. Moseley Speaks 


Gen. Moseley paid high tribute to 
the work of the committee and its very 
valuable council and advice in the de- 
velopment of automotive materiel. He 
stressed the importance of mechaniza- 
tion in the Army and indicated that 
the future of mechanization lies rather 
along the lines of an auxiliary to the 
established functions of the line rather 
than a separate entity for battle man- 
euver. 

Col. Masury complimented the Ord- 
nance Department on the post-war de- 
velopments of automotive materiel and 
said that in his opinion the present 
meetings and discussions were the most 
important and interesting in the his- 
tory of the committee. He deplored 
the fact that the mechanized force must 
carry on its operations with a great 
deal of old equipment on which con- 
siderable money has been spent for 
overhaul, and said that new and im- 
proved equipment could be purchased 
for less than the amount spent on re- 
building old equipment. He urged that 
the legislative provision necessary for 
changing this condition receive the at- 
tention of all concerned.
